REFORM SCHOOL. COURT OF INQUIRY 



A list furnished the Governor by 
the Wardens of the two pentilentar- 
iea for the use of the Reform Hchool 
Commissioners, shows that there are 
at present 127 male and female con- 
victs in the two institutions between 
the sges of thirteen and eighteen 
years, who will be transferred to the 
Lexington institution within the next 
two months, or as soon as temporary 
quarters can be built to receive them. 
Of these ninety-seven are in the main 
prison here, and thirty at the Eddy- 
ville prison. 

Most of the youthful prisoners are 
negroes, and all but about half a dor- 
en are males. They are confined for 
all sorts of crimes, mostly house-break 
ing and robbery, and in the msjority 
of cases the sentence is less than three 
years. The case of nearly everyone 
of them has been looked into by the 
Governor, on petitions tor pardon, 
and moat of them were found to be 
incorrigible. Action in other casts 
was postponed until they have spent 
lime tims la the reform school.

Atlanta, Ga., Feby. 9.— The semi- 
weekly J jurnal, an agricultural paper 
run in connection with the Atlanta 
Jaurnal, and the latest venture of 
Hon. Hoke Smith in his efforts to 
improve the condition of the southern 
farmer, will in this week's issue pub- 
lish views on the Philippine question 
from ex-President Cleveland, Hon. 
W. J. Bryan and Andrew Carnegie. 

Tho letters of President Cleveland 
and Mr. Carnegie were wriitten 
before the ratification of the treaty by 

th* Haaate. 

The telegram from Mr. Bryan was 
received today. 

Mr. Cleveland says: 
•'If there is anything that can ar* 
rest the attention or challenge the 
thought of our people in tbeir mad 
rush toward yawning disaster, it is 
more likely to be the earnest, well- 
informed and patriotic warnings of 
tbe decent press than anything else. 

•'Grover Cleveland." 
Mr. Bryan's telegram reads: 
"The battle ot Minila does not af- 
fect the settlement of the Philippine 
(westion. Whether this nation will 
adopt a colonial policy does not de- 
pend upon snything the Filippinoa 
iave done or can do, but upon the 
wishes of eur people, I have confi- 
dence that the Americaa people, when 
they have a chance to speak, will re- 
ect imperialism and military ism and 
remain true to the doctrine of self 
government. W. J. Bryan." 

In expressing his views Mr. Carne- 
gie eays: 

If tbe public men of the United 
States could obtain an iusightinto the 
workings of the dependenciea (not tbe 
colonies) ot Great Britian, the 
against expansion would be closed. 

'The influence of a superior race 
upon an inferior race in the tropics is 
injurious demoralizing and never ele 
vating. 

'There is no basis for tbe claim 
that American troops in the Philip— 
piues can be of service as missionaries, 
On the contrary, troops, as a rule, re- 
quire missionaries themselves 
than the Filippinoa. 

"There is da basis for the claim 
that the United States will increase 
its commerce by the possession of these 
unhealthy climes. The President has 
given the trade away to tbe nations 
nearer to it than we. The open door 
to the foreigner means tbe close 
door to the American. 

"There is no basis for the* claii 
that we are an imperial world power, 
or can become such, until we change 
our habits. The republic ia an in- 
dustrial hive, without army and with- 
out army and without navy in com- 
parison with tbe armies and navies of 
tbs imperial powers. We sure only 
making ourselves rediculous, with a 
war lord at our head, and only three

Washington, Feby. 11.— It has 
been said tbat in times of war a na- 
tion counts iu money by the millions 
A recent discussion by Congressman 
Cannon on the floor of the House of 
the condition of the government's fin 
nances shows that we are counted by j 
tbe million, and must take into con- 
sideration some millions not on bad. 

The Secretary of tbe Treasury in 
October last, Mr. Cannon raid, had 
estimated the deficiency of the reven 
ues tor tbe Oacal year ending July 
1, 1899, to be $112,000,000, monthly 
average of $9,333,000. In his judg- 
ment, in tbe light ot the receipts and 
expenditures for the first aeveu months 
thus estimated, the deficiency was 
much too low. The actual deficiency 
up to February 1, 1899, was $93,- 
151,000, an average of $13,307,000 
per month. At this rate tbe deficien- 
cy for the fiscal year would be $150,- 
000,000. But this would not include 
the $20,000,000 provided hy the 
bill, to carry out the provisions of the 
Paris treaty. The cash balance in the 
treasury February 1, including tbe 
$100,000,000 gold reserve, was $274, 
000,000. Two hundred million of 
that had been put into tbe revenues 
by the war loan. Deducting the 
monthly estimated deficiency for the 
next five months, there would, he said 
be in the treasury, July 1, $208,000^- 
000. This was a conservative esti- 
mate. There would be, therefore 
$108,000,000 to meet the ordinary ex- 
penses of the government on that 
date. These figures, he continued 
took no account of tbe sinking fund. 
To care for it would require $53,- 
000,000 additional. 

As Mr. Cannon proceeded the most 
intense interest was manifested in bis 
The secretary of the 
Treasury estimated the expeditures 
for the next fiscal year, exclusive of 
of the sinking fund, he said, at $041.- 
600,000, and the revenues at $»10,- 
000,000, or a deficiency of $31,000,- 
000. Yet, Mr. Cannon continued, 
Secretary Grage could not possibly 
have foreseen iu his estimate for 
1900 the changed conditions which 
followed the negotiation of the peace 
treaty, the expenditures which neces- 
sarily follow our occupation . of tbe 
Philippines and tbe obligations which 
we assumed in the peace treaty to dis- 
cbarge the claims against Spain, 
claims, he understood, already 
$25,000,000. Neither did 
the Secretary's estimate, be said, take 
into consideration the increase of tbe 
navy. But the Naval Committee 
would report in its bill provision for 
from 12 to 15 new battle ships and 
cruisers. He did not com plain It 
was a logical sequence. It was, there 
tore, tbe part of wisdom and ceonuou 
prudence to fully realize the condi- 
tion which confronted us. With 
these enormous expenditures upon us 
said Mr. Cannon, we must plant our 
footsteps with care, and to see that no 
dollar goes out of the treasury except 
for an efficient public service.

SCHOOL BOOKS 

Wanted, by the American Bowk 
Trust monopoly, a eeore of smoothe 
lobbyists and twice that many pup- 
p-ts on the lloor of both branches ol 
the next Kentucky General Assembly 
to keep up the price of school book?. 
Tin so acolytes threw the people down 
in the Senate last year by a maj only 
vote of one Senator, but were incon- 
tineutally routed by the Houee mem- 
bers, who fidelity to the people who 
honor and magnify for that evidence 
of loyalty to the interests of the great 
commonweal.

If the States individually can not 
master the Book Trust, they could 
hit it a harder blow collectively.

shape. When it is slated that the 
people of Kentucky alone pay 8500, 
000 annually as a tribute to tho Book 
Trust, it will readily be agreed that 
an ellort to unite the victims of the 
vampire is well worth making. The 
next legislature could well atiord to 
spend a tew hundred dollars in con- 
stituting a commission with such pow 
era as might be deemed advisable to 
act iu conjunction with a similar 
commission from Buch other States ax 
wou'd take up the matter.

Iloilo Captured Without 
of a Single 
Man.

Rebels Routed and Slain by the 



Manila, Feb. 14.— Particulars of 
the capture of Iloilo by the United 
States forces and Brigadier General 
M. D. Miller on Saturday last have 
been received here. 

On the morning of Friday, Feb. 10, 
Gen. Miller sent an ultimatum to the 
commander of the rebels on shore, 
notifying him that it wa< his intention 
to take Iloilo by force if necessary. 

The gunboat Petrel was moved to a 
position cloee inshore, and near the 
rebel fort, while the cruiser Boston 
took up her station at the other end 
of the town. 

At K o'clock on the morning of Sa- 
t unlay, February 11, the gunfoat 
Petrel tigna'ed to the cruiser Boston 
that the rebels were working iu their 
trenches. In return the Petrel was 
ordered to fire warning shots for the 
town from her tbree-poundets. This 
was done and the rebels replied with 
a harmless fusillade. The Boston and 
the Petrel then bombarded the rebels' 
trenches, completely clearing them of 
th-ir occupants in a very short space 
oi time. 

Boon after the bombardment began 
ilames broke out simultaneously in 
various parts of the town, Thereupon 



Manila, Feb. 11.— The following 
additional particulars regarding the 
capture of Caloocan have been ob- 
tained: 

The insurgents bad been concen 
trating ibeir forces for days at Caloo- 
can, and Maj. Gen. Elwell B. Otis, 
tbe American commander here, de- 
termined to attack them. He in- 
structed his commanders accordingly 
and requested the assitance of the 
naval forces under tbe command of 
Rear Admiral Dewey. Maj. Gen. 
Mac Arthur reported that all was 
leady and at .1 o'clock he received the 
following message: 

"The Commanding General orders 
you to go ahead with tbe programme. 

Barry." 

The attack Degan immediately. 
The monitor Monadnock and the 
cruiser Charleston shelled Caloocan 
and the country north ot it for half 
an hour. Gen. MscArthur's artillery 
also did effective work from a hill in 
the rear. 

Brig. Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, 
with his brigade, consisting of tbe 
Kansas regiment, the Montana regi< 
ment and the Third artillery, regu- 
lars, acting as infantry, advanced 
handsomely, pushing forward in the 
face of the Filipino bullets as cheer- 
fully as if they had been snowballs.

Hop. J. L. Hibbs died at bis home 
in Marion, Sunday, Feb 12, at 1:30. 
He had been c inlined to his room all 
winter, but only occasionally to his 
bed. Thursday he grew worse and 
went to bed; Sunday morning he was 
feeling much better; Mrs. Hibbs wss 
with him just a few miu uts before the 
end, and leaving him on the bed went 
to prepare his dinner; sue returned in 
a few minutes and he was sitting in 
his chair before the fire. She finished 
the dinner and when she brought it 
into his room, she found him dead, 
sitting in the chair. Heart failure 
waa the cause of his death, and while 
he and bia friends hoped that he 
would be kpared, they knew the end 
might come at any moment. 

Brief services were conducted by 
Eld. T. C. Carter at the residence 
Tuesdsy morning and the remains 
were taken to Bmlsville for burial. 

J. L. Hibbs was born in Livingston 
county, Nov. 30, 1825. His father, 
Zachariah C. Hibbs, was also bora in 
Livingston in 1799. J. L. Hibbs re- 
mained wilh his father until he was 
23 years old, when he went to Ar- 
kansas and remained three year*. He 
then returned to Birdaville, where he 
lived until about two years ago, he 
moved to Marion. At BinLville be 
engaged in farming and merchandis- 
ing, and was successful in business 
matters, accumulating a handsome 
competency. In 1*69 and 1*70 he 
represented Livingston and Marshall 
counties in the Legislature, serviug 
with distinction. March 7, 1848, he 
was united in marriage with Miss

His wife died in the seventies, and 
in 1896 he was united in marriage 
wilh Mrs Mary Barnes, a most estima 
ble lady of this county, aud this union 
likewise proved to be a happy one 

Mr. Hibbs was one of the best 
known men in this fection. Until 
receut years he took a proraineut pari 
in politics, he was always held in the 
higeat esteem by his SSSOOistM as well 
a by hie political oppments. How- 
ever, he did the greatest good, and 
achieved the greatest distinction in 
church circles. He was au earnest 
christian, a man ot broad views, aud 
while an ardeut Baptist, he regarded 
every christian, no matter of what 
church, as his brother and whenever 
opportunity ufiorded always took a 
leading psrt in the work t'r his Mas- 
ter. He was a forcible, fluent epeak- 
er, and as such did great good in the 
christiau world. He exerted during 
life a great influence for good and his 
name and memory will long be cher 
ished by the people among whom he 
uprightly walked for three score and 
ten years.
